fa ils, becoming a n instrument where­ 
by the ruler of evil recruits his corps 
of coa l shoveling Imps. 
No longer, 
when night fa lls, it is a pa dded hit 
of furniture. 
It is compost'd wholly of 
rockers, a ud the rockers a re composed 
! entirely of sha rp ends which fly forth 
a nd strike the shin for choice with 
devilish a ccura cy of a im. 
This Is one 
of the wonders of modern life which 
so fa r is inexplica ble.—Sa n Antonio

In Moza mbique, the Portuguese ter­ 
ritory on the ea st coa st of Africa , one 
does not hire women serva nts. 
If one 
w a nts a ma nserva nt, tha t Is a nother 
ma tter. 
There a re a lw a y s Za nziba ri boy s, 
with their white skullca ps, their night­ 
gown looking robes, without sleeves; 
ba refooted a nd unriva led a s cooks a nd 
w a iters—idea l va lets. 
Women serva nts a re quite a different 
story . 
Za nziba ri women a re not for 
hire, so the white woma n or the ba ch­ 
elor or the clerk desirous of obta ining 
a domestic buy s a na tive Ga za girl 
from the ca mera municipa l, or town 
council, of the nea rest town. 
The purcha se is simple, but binding, 
a s fa r a s the girl Is concerned. 
For Insta nce, tha t y oung ma n Is a t 
Dela goa Ba y to push a certa in firm’s 
goods. 
H e Is a llowed so much for ex­ 
penses, commission a nd sa la ry . 
He will gra vita te to the club, becom­ 
ing a member a nd sleeping there un­ 
til such time a s he should ha ve secured 
a tiny cotta ge on the Ponta Va ma lla , 
or, a s the British ca ll the high ground 
a bove the ha rbor, Reuben’s point- 
A ta ble, two or three ca ne cha irs a nd 
a ca mp bedstea d complete the inside 
furnishings. 
On the step, or vera nda , 
will he a rra nged a sma ll cooking stove 
a nd wa shtub, but na tura lly he will, if 
from home, be a t a loss wha t to do a s 
fa r a s cooking a nd housework is con­ 
cerned. 
“ Oh,” his friends a t the club will 
sa y , “ buy a girl. 
You’ll get a decent 
one for a ny thing over $ 50.” 
“ But how? ” replies the newcomer. 
“ Isn’t tha t sla very ? ” 
“ ‘When y ou’re in Rome’—. We don’t 
ca ll it tha t here. W e’ll run y ou up one 
of the rivers a nd y ou ca n look a round 
the kra a ls (villa ges) till y ou see one y ou 
fa ncy . 
We’ll find out her na me, a nd 
the ca mera municipa l will do the rest.” 
Perha ps on the following Sa turda y 
or Sunda y some of the older white resi­ 
dents will ta ke the newcomer up the 
Kooma ti or Ma puta river in a stea m 
la unch, go a shore a t Rome kra a l or oth­ 
er a nd ha ve a look a round. 
The Ga za girls a re by no mea ns ha d 
looking. Often their bla ck ha ir is long 
a nd silky , their noses a re not spa tula te, 
a s in most other na tive ra ces, their fig­ 
ures a re bea utifully rounded a nd gra ce­ 
ful, the skin being either chocola te col­ 
or or lighter. 
These differences from 
other tribes ca n proba bly be tra ced to 
a stra in of Portuguese blood of some 
dista nt a ncestor. 
The newcomer will ha ve these things 
pointed out to him, a nd from a mong 
the ma idens he will proba bly choose 


odo tha t ma y ta ke his 
fa ncy . 
H is friends will find out her na me, 
a nd a fter pa rta king of na tive spirits 
a nd mea lie ca kes with the “ induna ,” or 
hea dma n, they will return. 
On the Monda y the newcomer will 
a ppea r before the ca mera municipa l, 
sta ting tha t he needs a girl for his 
house. 
He will be a sked if he wishes 
for a ny pa rticula r one. 
“ Y’es,” he will 
sa y , giving her na me a nd the na me of 
her kra a l. 
A Portuguese offlcia ] then visits the 
kra a l a nd purcha ses the girl from her 
fa ther for so much, a nd a few da y s 
la ter the purcha ser is informed tha t 
if he will ca ll a t the ca mera municipa l 
he ca n receive bis ba rga in. 
He goes down a nd signs a document 
to the effect tha t he ha s pa id so much 
for the girl, a nd in consldera tipn of 
tha t pa y ment she is henceforth his 
own pa rticula r property , to do with a s 
he will, in J ust the sa me ma nner a s If 
she were n ta ble or a cha ir. 
The usua l price is from $ 50 to $ 100, 
a ccording to her socia l sta nding, looks 
or figure a nd the a ges from a ma rket­ 
a ble point of view ra nge from twelve 
to sixteen y ea rs. 
The Portuguese ma ke so much oil 
ea ch girl sold, a nd, stra nge to sa y , 
neither the girl nor the pa rents seem to 
object to this dea ling in huma n flesh— 
in fa ct, the pa rents often bring their 
da ughters over to the ma inla nd for the 
purpose of disposing of them a t priva te 
sa le, but most of the tra nsa ctions pa ss 
through the ha nds of the Portuguese— 
they don’t like to lose the commission. 
Some of the girls bought in this ma n­ 
ner soon pick up English or wha tever 
la ngua ge their lord a nd ma ster ma y 
spea k, a nd most of them a re fa irly 
well trea ted; but, equa lly , of course, 
some of them fa ll Into the ha nds of 
brutes who trea t them sha m efully .—

Chica go, J uly 2G.—A genera l strike 
ef the a llied tra des a t the stock y a rds 
w a s ca lled a t noon y esterda y despite 
the efforts of the tea msters to settle 
the strike. Six thousa nd men went out 
a t once, a nd the others followed a s 
fa st a s the orders could be issued. The 
tea m sters ha ve not struck, but it is 
likely they w ill do so soon. Their con­ 
ference with the pa ckers brought no 
results, a lthough when the m eeting a d­ 
journed it w a s hoped tha t a nother ses­ 
sion m ight be a rra nged. 
The otber 
tra des, however, were ea ger to strike 
a nd did not w a it for a uy more nego­ 
tia tions. 


W ill T ry to M a in ta in O rder. 
All pa cking pla nts a re running, a nd 
the pa ckers a re receiving hundreds 
of non-union men. ’An a ttempt to pre­ 
vent violence will be ma de by the un­ 
ion lea ders by the pla n of dividing the 
strikers into squa ds of ten men, ea ch 
under a ca pta in, who is responsible for 
their preserving order. The poliee a r­ 
ra ngements a t the y a rds a re rega rded 
.a s a mple to quell rioting.

A new pha se of the strike situa tion 
developed wheu 
w a s given by

y a rds or ha ndled in a ny wa y by non­ 
union men. 
It is necessa ry for these 
independent concerns to ta ke a ll of 
their live stock into their y a rds over

union men, since the union men em­ 
ploy ed by the Stock Ya rds compa ny 
in this line of work were a mong the 
em ploy es who J oint'd the sy m pa thetic 
strike. 
To complica te ma tters still more the 
a llied tra des’ unions which w ent on a 
sy m pa thetic strike held a m eeting a nd 
signed a n a greement tha t none of the 
unions would return to work until the 
pa ckers ha d signed 
working 
a gree­ 
ments with ea ch union represented a t 
the y a rds. 
W ith the pa ckers in their 
present sta te of mind it is the gener­ 
a l opinion tha t they will never a gree 
to a ccept such a proposition a nd tha t 
they would prefer to close their pla nts 
entirely ra ther tha n to concede such a 
flema ud. 
W ith a deta chment of policemen 6» 
ea ch ca r six tra in loa ds of non-union 
men were unloa ded a t the stock y a rds 
la st night to ta ke the pla ces of strik­ 
ers. A ma jority of the men were ta ken 
to the pla nts of Armour & Co. a nd 
Nelson Morris & Co. 
Disturba nces In 
the vicinity of the stock y a rds dur­ 
ing the a fternoon a nd night were nu­ 
merous. 
The police were on the a lert, 
however, a nd in ea ch ca se the rioters 
were dispersed befor they ha d been 
a ble to seriously injure a ny of tlieir 
intended victims. 
Donnelly sa y s it must be uncondition­ 
a l surrender, a s the unions ha ve a cor­ 
ner on pa cking house la bor a nd the 
houses simply w ill not be a ble to pro­ 
cure the men to run their pla nts.
